Washington, Feb. 13. — Robert Lansing ended bis career as sec- 


letary of state today. President Wilson had accused him of usurp- 
ing the powers of president by calling meetings of the cabinet during 
Mr. Wilson's illness. 


Mr. Lansing denied that he had sought or intended to usurp 


(.residential authority. He added, however, that he, believed then 
?nd still believed that the cabinet conferences were "for the best in- 
terests of the republic;" that they were "proper and necessary" be- 
cause of the President's condition; and that he would have been dere- 
lict in his duty if he had failed to act as he did.

Rural Inhabitant la Xot to Blame, 


Rays sute Health Secretary. 


Ithaca, Keh 12,—Pointing out that 


conditions have been reversed and that 
public health in the city Is now bet- 
ter than In the 
country, 
Jonn A. 


Smith, secretary of the state depart- 
ment of health, outlined 
before 


farmers' -week audience at the state 
college of agriculture at Ithaca thin 
morning steps which m'ay be taken to 
bring about a needed improvement. 
First of all, the speaker absolved the 
rural resident from blame for condi- 
tions aa they exist; ho Is "the unfor- 
tunate victim of circumstances," de- 
clared r>r. Smith. 


The way out, In the opinion of the 


speaker, Is "the organisation of proper 
machinery and close co-ordination of 
all health agencies*so that duplica- 
tion will be avoided and that thorough 
and effective woric may be done at a 
minimum of expense." 


Dr. Smith gave some interesting fig- 


ures on health conditions In the coun- 
try and the city. In 1900 he said the 
death rate of New York city and the 
urban area, of New York up-state was 
about 20 per thousand, while that of 
the rural area was 15.S per thousand. 
In 1917 the figures had become 13.7 
for New York city, 1«.8 for the ur- 
ban up-state areas, while the rural 
sections still stood at 1C. In other 
words, there had been a marked de- 
cline in the death rate In the cities 
and practically none in the country 


What Draft Showed. 


Rejections of young

used by Mr. Smith to illustrate the 
need of Improved conditions in the 
country. In some cases he said the 
draft dlstrlctsl were so laid out that 
comparisons could not be made.

IKE REPORTER;'WINS BOUT 


Justice Kcllotg Gives Decision In Its 


Favor tit Slander Suit of Max Pal- 
medo — IK'iiIcK Motion to Discon- 
tinue Prior Ca«c 
I'nlrMs Plaintiff 


Concents to Trial In Dclinvare or 
jBrooine. 
Many residents of Olscgo and Dela- 


ware counties In and out of the news- 
paper fraternity will be interested in 
an order handed down at chambers 
yesterday by Justice Kellogg in One- 
onta In the matter of Max Palmcdo. 
plaintiff, against the Walton Reporter 
company, defendant. The case, which 
has been in the court* for about two 
years, is one for slander, alleged by 
the plaintiff Palmcdo for tho publi- 
cation of certain matters concerning 
himself alleged by him to be untrue. 
The action was 
biought in Kings 


county, but the venue was subsequent- 
ly changed to 
Delaware, where In 


May, 
1919, the case was dismissed on 


the ground that the complaint did not 
state a cause of action, but with the 
option to the plaintiff to amend the 
complaint on payment of costs to date. 


Nothing was done by Palmedo and 


on October 6 the defendant company 
obtained an order dismissing the com- 
plaint with costs, but which contained 
the provision that the plaintiff upon 
paying the costs might wltlfcn CO days 
move for leave to serve an amended 
complaint. 
The plaintiff did not act 


on this privilege, but on November "9 
appeared before a special term in Ul- 
ster county and obtained a show cause 
order, returnable December ?,. wherein 
he asked the dismissal of the com- 
plaint on the payment of costs. This 
order was granted on default, the de- 
fendant not being represented in op- 
position thereto. 
The defendant was 


subsequently given leave to open tht- 
default in failing to appear on De- 
cember 3, and to appear on the merits 
of the motion. 


The order granted by Justice Kel- 


logg yesterday is the return on the 
show cause order, and grants permis- 
sion to the defendant to open the de- 
fault and have the plaintiff's motion 
heard on its merits, for the reason 
that otherwise Its rights tvould he ma- 
terially affected. 


Jn his decision Justice Kellogg says 


it seems that the motion at Kingston 
was not for the purpose of ending the 
action but rather to have it dismissed 
in order that plaintiff might begin a 
new action in Kings county, which he 
subsequently did. On the hearing in 
the first case in application for change 
of venue it was shown that all the 
witnesses necessary for the parties, 
some twelve in number, live in the 
counties of Delaware and 
Broome. 


Referring to these facts the court in 
its decision and order says: 


"Unless the plaintiff will stipulate 


within ten days after the service oC 
a copy of the order granted herein to 
change the place of trial of the new 
cause of action recently brought for 
the same causes of action from the 
county of Kings either to the county 
of Delaware or Broome, and pay all 
osts of the former action, the motion 
for leave to discontinue this action is,1 
denied, without prejudice, however, to 
the plaintiff to renew such motion up- 
on showing that the application is 
made for the bona fide purpose of 
ending the litigation, and that it nould 
not |be prejudicial to the defendant."
